February 12th, 2002. Bronx, New York.
Motor vehicle crashes are now the leading
cause of death among Hispanics ages 1-44,
announced NHTSA Administrator Dr. Jeff
Runge at a national press conference at
ASPIRA's Project BEAM 10 School in the
Bronx, NY.

Highest at risk of death are Hispanic
children ages 5-12 who are 72 percent more

likely to die in motor vehicle crashes than
non-Hispanic children. Determined to reduce
those tragic deaths, NHTSA included a
bilingual component in this year's National
Child Passenger Safety Week Campaign and
brought its successful ‘ Corazon de mi vida' or
“You are the Center of my Life” campaign to
New York.

“Corazén de mi vida” was developed by
the Nacional Latino Childrens Institute
(NLCI), and isfunded by NHTSA and

Nationwide Insurance. The goal isto make
buckling up and the use of child safety seats a
habit for Latino parents and their children.

“President Bush and Secretary Mineta are
committed to affording all Americans the
same high level of safety, and this Hispanic
campaign will help close the gap,” Dr. Runge
said. “Seat belts and child safety seats are the
most effective safety devices available in acar,
and | urge al Hispanic Americans to make a
habit of using them.”

“Corazdn de mi vida” takes in account
Latino cultural traditions, values and spiritual-
ity and is the nation’sfirst bilingual commu-
nity educational kit for child passenger safety.
“Buckling up is a habit that builds on the
parent’s love for their children. This campaign
encourages parents and caregivers to become
more active partners in keeping their children
safe,” said Rebeca Barrera, president of NCLI.

Dr. Runge was joined at the press confer-
ence by Adolfo Carrion Jr., Bronx Borough
President; Raymond P. Martinez, New York
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles; Alex
Betancourt, Deputy Director ASPIRA, NY;
Connie Sanchez, Bronx manager, Nationwide
Insurance; and Tom Louizou and Sam Haiman
from the Region |1 office. After the confer-
ence, there was a safety seat blessing by a
local priest, and a parent “charla’—a
workshop and demonstration on the proper use
of child safety seats with Hispanic parents.
Nationwide Insurance donated a limited
number of safety seats for local families.

Dr. Runge also promoted the Spanish
adaptation of NHTSA's standardized 32-hour
child passenger safety certification program
and launched the new Multicultural Outreach

website—www.nhtsa.gov/multicultural/.

A key focus of the Multicultural websiteis
to provide valuable information about how
minority communities are disproportionately
affected by traffic safety problems. It also
makes customized and culturally specific
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programs and materials available to diverse
national and community groups.

Among the popul ations served by this new
website with their own separate sections are:
Latino/Hispanic (in Spanish and English),
Black/African American, Asian American/
Pacific Islander, and American Indian/Alaska
Native. The site contains research reports,
statistics, complete kits, brochures, posters
and camera-ready artwork for community
groups to download, reprint and distribute to
their constituencies. In addition, visitors may
order materials directly from the website. In
its first week, the website had 37,492 hits. m

New Bicycle Helmet Video “ Premieres’ at
NHTSA'sFirst-Ever “ Sneak Preview”

Although the red carpet, klieg lights and
Hollywood reporters were conspicuously
absent, video Executive Producers, Lori
Gabrielle Millen and Marietta Bowen, both
from NHTSA's Traffic Safety Programs, wore
sequins, feather boas and proud smiles as
NHTSA'snew “Ride Smart: It’'sTimeto
Start” bicycle helmet safety video “pre-
miered” to alarge crowd of their coworkers.
This funky, fast-paced video uses humor, real -
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life crash examples, computer graphics, and a
peer-to-peer approach to teach children and
youth about how wearing a bicycle helmet can
protect them from serious injuries and death.
Bicycle-related injuries, many of them
head injuries, account for more emergency
room visits by American children, ages 5 to
14, than those involving any other sport. And
while bicycle helmets can reduce the risk of
head injury by nearly 90 percent, many image-
conscious children of middle and high school
age don’t always wear one. These kids often
complain that helmets make them look

“dorky,” but what they don’t realize isthat a
head injury can affect their senses, the way
they think and talk, or cause permanent
physical changes.

The 8:55 minute “ Ride Smart: It'sTime
to Start” video, shot in Duluth, MN, explains
how to buy and correctly fit abicycle helmet,
discusses the rules of the road, and features a
diverse group of kids modeling the coolest
looks in helmets. The entertaining, yet
instructional “raw egg drop” and “jello brain”
demonstrations, and amusing cast outtakes are
also included.

“Ride Smart: It’'sTimeto Start” isideal
for parents, educators, youth groups, health
care professionals, traffic safety organizations,
and civic and charitable groups who reach
children and youth.
